whoſe popularity and the different me in his Colleague of 
the elder houſe, Archelaus, we may learn from the enſu- 
ing Story. Then ſome extolled Charilaus unto Archelaus, 
the latter replyed, How can he be a good man, who u« not ſevere 
againft the bad ? The perpetual diſcenſion betwixt thoſe 
Kings of different Families, equal in + power (lo that even 
Charilaus's power is by Ariftotle called Tyranny, and not 
his deportment, Pot, 1.5. c.12.) though not in hon9vr, fo 
much miſery did befal Lacedzmon , that they are faid 
to have been the worſt-governed of almoſt all the Greeks ; 
and the peopleſeem to have ſwayed in favour of the yourger 
houſe, {ince their inclaxatian for Lycurgns, who was deſcen- 
ded from Ewvrytion, is celebrated , who that he had not 
the gexeral conſent of the Spartans , or of the better ſort, 
but onely the univerſal concurrence of the multitude, 1t doth 
not more appear from the equality of his laws , being ſuch 
as it 4 nt imaginable how the grandees having the power 17 
themſelves, ſhould by the ſenſe of any diſorders be vs- 
luntarily perſwaded to: then it is evident from what 
Plutarch reports of his procedure. Cleomenes having 
made uſeof force to revive the conſtitutions of Lycrrgus, 
that were diſcontinued, makes this Apolozy for himſelf;

LYCUrgus his preſigeat the eſtabliſpment of the Common= 
I/*ea'th which be had injtitut:d, ſo he had proceeded in the like 
manmaer , Lycurgus being netther King, nor Commander, but 
a private Perſon, when he attempted his Reiglement,came arm - 
ed intothe Market- place,zand ſo afſrighted Charilaus the King, 
that he betook, himſelf for refuge unto the Altars of the God, ; 
bt being ucquainted with the deſign, as he was a good mangand 
a lyver of his Countrey, he did immediately aſſit Lycurgus 
therein. By this department of his, Lycurgus did ſufficiently

dice the afſ:rtion, that all orher Greek, writers report 0+ 
therwiſe, {ince the Narrations which the Spartans (who 
were beſt acquainted with their own affairs,it being a con- 
ſtant Myſtery in their State, to keep others unacquainted 
therewith) made, did much differ from that account of 
them which paſſed amongſt the other Greeks. 

There is alſo another errour not to be paſſed over in 
Mr. Harrizgton, ſince heis pleaſed to pretend to ſuch an 
accurate knowledge of ancient policy, and ſo largely to 
diſcourſe of Sparta ; and that 1s, In his reply to the in- 
comparable Dr. Heylin (againſt Calvin) heto expounds
